GREETING ; 


WHEREAS,  by  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  passed  in  the  thirty-fifth  year  of  Our 
Reign,  entitled  "  An  Act  respecting  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,'*  it  is  provided,  upon 
the  considerations  therein  declared,  that  a  railway,  to  be  called  "  The  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway,"  should  be  made,  in  conformity  with  the  agreement  referred  to  in  the 
preamble  to  the  said  Act,  and  should  extend  from  some  point  on  or  near  Lake  Nipissing 
and  on  the  south  shore  thereof,  to  some  point  on  the  shore  of  the  Pacific  Ocean ; 
both  the  said  points  to  be  determined  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  the  course  and 
line  of  the  said  railway  between  the  said  points  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Governor  in  Council :

River. 
(2.)  Thk  Lakk  Superior  Skction. — Extending  from  some  point  on  the  Tastcrn 

Section  to  Lake  Superior. 
(;}.)  Thk  Central  Section'. — Extending  from  Red   River  to  a  point  in  the 

longitude  of  Fort  Edmonton. 
(4.)  The  Manitoba  Section. — Extending  from  the  main  line;  in  the  Province 

of  Manitol)a  to  the  I5oun<lary  of  the  United  States. 
('».)  Thk  WraTERN  Section. — Extending  from  a  point  in  the  longitude  of  Fort 

Edmonton  to  the  T'acific  coast. 

8.  That  the  Company  shall,  witliiii  two  years  from  tlie  twentieth  day  of  .July,  in  the 
year  1871,  commence  simultaneously  the  construction  of  the  railway  from  the  I'acilic 
Ocean  towards  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and  iron»  a  point  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  here- 
after to  be  determined  by  the  Government,  towards  the  Pacific  Ocean,  to  comu-ct  the 
seaboard  of  British  Columbia  with  the  railway  system  of  Canada;  and  further  shall 
construct  the  Manitoba  Section  by  the  tliirty  first  day  of  December  1k7J;  the  Lake 
Superior  Section  and  such  portion  of  the  Eastern  .Section  tvs  shall  be  required  to  com- 
plete communication  between  Lake  Su[)erior  and  Red  River,  by  tlic  thirty  Ih'st  day  of 
December,  187(5;  shall  proceed  with  and  construct  the  eastern  and  western  sections 
simultaneously  ;  shall  prosecute  the  work  of  constructing  the  railway  with  all  due 
diligence ;  and  shall  complete  the  whole  railway  within  ten  years  from  the  said  twentieth 
day  of  July,  1871,  unless  the  last-mentioned  period  shall  be  enlarged  by  Act  of 
Parliament,  in  which  case  the  Company  shall  complete  the  whole  railway  within  such 
extended  j)eriod. 

9.  That  the  railway  shall  be  constructed  and  equipped  according  to  specifications  to 
be  hereafter  agreed  upon  between  the  Government  and  the  Company,  and  the  materials 
of  and  manner  in  which  the  several  works  forming  part  thereof  shall  be  constructed,  and 
the  mode  of  working  the  railway,  or  any  part  thereof,  including  the  description  and 
capacity  of  the  locomotive  engines  and  other  rolling  stock  for  working  it,  shall  be  such 
as  may  be  hereafter  agreed  upon  between  the  Government  and  the  Company  :  Provided 
always  that  if  the  Government  and  the  Company  should  be  unable  to  agree  as  to  the 
details  of  any  of  the  matters  in  this  clause  mentioned,  the  same  shall  be,  from  time  to 
time,  referred  to  the  determination  of  three  competent  Engineei-s,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Government,  one  by  the  Company,  and  a  third  by  such  two  Engineers, 
and  the  expenses  of  said  references  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  Company.  And  in  order 
to  establish  an  approximate  sUindard  whereby  such  matters  may  be  regulated,  the 
Union  Pacific  Railway  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  selected  and  fixed  as  such 
standarf',  but  in  a  general  way  only,  and  not  with  respect  to  any  minor  details  in  its 
construction  or  working  which  may  be  found  to  be  objectionable,  nor  with  respect  to 
alignment  and  grades,  which  shall  be  as  favourable  as  the  nature  of  the  country  will 
admit  of  without  undue  expenditure. 
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in  That  wlun.v.r  any  portion  of  the  railway  .m,,Ii„u- iH,.|itv  mil.^i.  conu.iH.d.liic

1 1.  That  to  M'ciire  the  constniclion  of  the  main  lino  of  railway,  and  in  consideiatioii 
thi'i-eof  there  is  here' i\  appropriated  a  i;rant  to  the  Company  ol"  lilly  millnni  acres  of 
land,  wiiich  lami,  with  the  exceptions  hereinafter  ineutione.l.  the  Cmnpaiu  sliall  Im' 
entitled  to  demand  and  receive  in  the  Provinces  of  Manitoba  and  r.ritish'c.dnnil.ia, 
and  in  thi' North-West  Territories,  in  blocks  not  exceediiij;  twenty  miles  in  depth  on 
each  side  of  such  main  line  and  not  less  than  six  nor  more  than  iwvUv  niihs  in  widtli. 
alternating,'  with  blocks  of  like  depth  and  width  on  each  side  thereof,  revrved  by  the 
Uovernmeiit. 

That  to  secure  the  construction  of  the  branch  lines,  and  in  consideration  thereof,  the 
Company  shall  he  entitled  to  demand  and  rcicive  fiwmi  t'le  (Jovernmeiil  in  the  North- 
AVest  Territories,  a  land  j,'rant  in  aid  of  tin;  brandi  line  to  I,;iki  Superi(M\  of  twenty- 
live  thousand  acres  per  mile;  and  a  land  jj;rant  in  aid  of  the  in.iucli  line  in  Manitoba, 
of  twenty  tliousaiid  acres  per  mile. 

That  the  land  to  be  granted  in  ai  of  the  main  line,  which  shall  not  hi  comprised 
within  the  alternate  blocks  hereinhclbre  i,ientio:'ed, or  be  within  the  I'rovinci' of  Ontario, 
shall  be  allotted  to  the  Company  in  alternate  blocks  on  each  sdc  of  a  <'oinnion  I'roril 
line  or  line-,  in  like  niamu'r  as  the  blocks  '.^ranted  and  reserved  alon;;  tbi'  line  id'  the 
railway.  And  the  land  grant  wiiicii  the  (iovermneiit  may  bi cnalili'ii  to  make  to  the 
I'onipanyfor  the  i)urposcs  aforesaid,  under  any  ariMiimement  with  the  Government  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  shall  be  received  liy  the  Company  as  part  of  the  said  land  grant  in 
aid  of  the  main  line. 

But  no  land  grant  shall  iiulude  any  land  then  beliore  granted  to  aii\  other  party,  ly

That  if  it  shall  be  found  that  any  of  the  alternate  blocks  laid  out  along  the  line  ol 
the  railway  are  unfit  for  settlement,  the  Company  shall  not  be  bound  to  receive  from  the 
Government  any  greater  depth  of  land  in  such  blocks  than  one  mile,  computed  from  the 
railway. 

That  the  lands  to  be  granted  in  aid  of  the  main  line  of  railway  from  out  of  the  lands 
of  the  Dominion,  and  the  lands  to  be  granted  in  aid  of  the  said  branches  shall  consist 
of  such  land  as  shall  be  found  east  of  the  Kocky  Mountains  between  parallels  forty-nine 
and  fifty-seven  of  north  latitude  and  the  Company  shall  iH)t  ;  bound  to  receive  any 
lands  which  are  not  of  the  fair  average  quality  of  the  land  in  the  sections  of  country 
best  adapted  for  settlement  lying  withia  those  limits ;  and  the  same  shall  be  hiid  out,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  contiguous  to  the  lands  granted  along  the  main  line  ol'  the  railway, 
and  to  the  Lake  Superior  branch. 

The  Company  shall  also  have  a  right  of  way  for  the  railway  through  Dominion 
lands. 

The  lands  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Company  shall  be  granted  from  time  to  time,  at 
intervals  of  six  months,  as  any  portion  of  the  railway  is  proceedc  '  with,  in  quantities 
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pro|M)rtionat('  to  tht;  h-ii^rtli,  difliculty  of  coiistrurlioii  and  t'xponditurc  upon  such  iwrtimi, 
to  be  determined  in  such  manner  as  hereafter  is  provided. 

I ').  That  the  price  at  whicli  the  alternate  bloeivs  of  land  retained  in  the  (rovcnimtiit 
shall  Ik;  sold  by  the  (Government,  shall  be  from  time  to  time  fuljusfed  by  agreement 
between  the  (i<tvernment  and  the  ('<mipany.  accordinj^  to  tin;  jtrice  that  is  found  to  lie 
obtainalde  for  such  lands  without  ol)structin^  the  settlement  of  the  country.  Hut  unless 
the  Company  shall  .--eU  lands  granted  to  them  at  a  lower  average  ])rice.  or  shall  otho:- 
vvisc  agree,  the;  (u)vernnient  shall,  for  and  during  the  term  of  twenty  years  from  the  date 
hereof,  retain  the  upset  price  of  such  alternate  blocks  at  an  average  price  of  not  less  than 
two  dollars  and  filty  cents  per  acre.  The  provisions  of  this  clause  are,  however,  subject 
to  the  sanction  of  Parliament. 

I'>.  That  the  subdiviy'on  of  blocks  of  land  granted  to  the;  ('ompany  sliall  In*  made  in 
lonlbrmity  with  the  system  of  survey  jirescribed  by  the  Dominion  l^nds  Act  and  any 
amendment  thereof;  and  shall  Ik;  matle  by  tlu;  (-'omyjany.  and  be  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion and  ajijjroval  of  the  Surveyor-(ieneral  of  Dominion  lands. 

Ik  That  the  <iovernment  shall  extinguish  the  Indian  title  alVecting  the  lands  herein 
appropri.i'-d,  and  to  be  hereafter  granted  in  aid  of  the  railway. 
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IS.  That  a  subsidy  or  aid  in  uioiiey,  anio\uiting  to  thirty  million  dollars,  is  Iicicl)'. 
granted  to  the  C'omj)any,  jjayalile  from  time  to  time  by  instalments  at  intervals  of  one 
month  as  any  portion  of  the  rail\\;iy  is  proceeded  with,  in  proi)ortion  to  the  length. 
difficulty  of  construction,  and  cost  of  such  jiortion,  such  proportion  to  be  ascertained 
and  settled  in  the  same  manner  as  is  herein  provided  with  respect  to  the  grants  of  land. 

Ki.  That  the  Company  shall  allow  as  part  of  the  subsidy,  the  cost  of  the  survey  maile 
in  the  years  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one  and  one  thousand  eiglil 
hundred  and  i(\enfy-two,  and  to  be  made  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-three,  by  the  Government  of  Canada,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  best  line 
ibr  the  railway. 

20.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Company  to  accejjt  and  receive  from  the  Cfovern- 
ment  of  any  Province,  or  from  any  Municipality  in  Canada,  or  I'roni  any  Corporation,  a 
subsidy  or  aid  in  money,  or  bonds,  or  securities,  payable  in  such  manner,  at  such  time.-^, 
on  such  conditions,  and  at  such  places  in  Canada  or  elsewhere  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
with  the  Company.

21.  That  the  Company  may  by  by-law  create  a  Board  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  three 
})ersons,  to  be  chosen  and  to  be  removable  at  pleasure,  as  follows,  that  is  to  say  :  one 
member  thereof  i)y  the  Govcrnmeui,  uW*  other  member  thereof  by  the  Board  of  Directors, 
and  one  other  member  thereof  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  bondholders,  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  provided  by  such  by-law  ;  and  upon  the  completion  of  such  Board  by  the  choice 
of  such  membei-s  the  same  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Company  in  the 
Canada  Ga.:ette. 

22.  That  the  removal,  resignation,  mental  incapacity,  or  insolvency  of  any  member 
of  the  Board  shall  vacate  his  appointment  as  such  ;  and  thereupon,  or  upon  the  death  oi 
any  member,  tlu;  vacancy  occasioned  thereby  shall  be  filled  by  the  choice  of  a  person  to 
be  a  member  of  the  said  Board  by  the  Government,  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  the 
bondholders,  as  the  case  may  be  by  whom  the  member  whose  vacant  seat  is  to  be  filled 
was  originally  chosen.

V,  The  inviNtmcMts  to  be  so  made  as  hereinbefore  directed,  and  the  Mvurities  wh'-reof 
the  same  shall  from  time  to  time  consist  shall  form  a  sinking  fund,  to  l)e  held  bv  the 
Hoard  ol  Trustres,  up.  ii  the  trusts  fellowin-  that  i^  to  siy,  u|M)n  trust  lo  pay  a  11 'costs 
and  charges,  which  may  be  incurred  in  l•l^pect  of  the  execution  of  the  trusts  herein 
created,  and  in  the  inve-fmcnt  and  leinvestment  as  herein luifore  mentioned,  and  there- 
after upon  trust  to  pay  the  interest  upon  the  luinds  of  the  Companv.  as  the  sinie  shall 
fro^i  time  to  time,  become  due  and  payable,  and  thereafter  u]K)n  trust  to  pay  and 
discharge  the  bonds  of  the  Company  .as  the  same,  and  the  priiicijial  money  thereby 
secured,  shall  mature  iMid  become  due  anil  payable;  and  upon  this  further  trust,  idler

{lereby  created  slmll  tbciruiiou  cease  and  absolutely  determine. 

VI.  The  Board  (d'  Trustees  shall  conform  to  any  order  or  direction  respecting  the 
performance  id'  its  duties,  which  may  lie  concurrecl  in  b\  the  Company  and  by  the 
bondholders  acting  as  provided  by  by-law. 

21.  That  till'  Board  shall  have  such  furtht>r  and  other  powers  in  tlij  premises,  as 
may  be  conferred  uj)on  them  by  any  by-law  of  the  Compan>  approved  by  the 
Ciovcrnnient.  But  -.o  such  bydaw  shall  be  contrary  to,  or  inconsistent  with,  the 
provisions  of  this  eliarter. 

2.').  That  a  ma,j(!rit\  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  lawfully  e.-cercise  the  powei-s  of 
the  Board,  and  the  aciioii  of  such  majority  shall  be  held  to  be  the  action  of  the  ]*jMix 
But  none  of  tin-  powers  hereby  vested  in  the  ('ompany  or  in  the  Board  of  Tni.stees  or 
the  majority  of  them,  shall  be  acted  upon  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  any  agreement  which  shall  be  duly  entered  into  by  the  Company  or  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  or  by  both,  with  any  jicrson  or  persons  who  may  agree  to  become  holders  of 
the  bonds  of  the  ('ompany.  And  any  agreement,  resolution,  or  proceeding  made  or 
taken  contrary  to,  or  inconsistent  with,  such  agreement,  to  the  detriment  of  such  bond- 
holders, shall  be  alwoUitely  null  and  void  in  law,  and  shall  have  no  force  or  etlect 
whatever.

20.  That  the  Board  of  Directors  may,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  Commissioners  or 
Agents  for  the  management  and  disposal  of  tlie  lands  of  the  Company,  with  such 
jiowers  and  duties  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Company. 

27.  That  the  Company  shall  render  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  yearly  accounts  of  all 
sales,  leases  or  other  disposition  of  lands  ;  and  shall  from  time  to  timi?  pay  over  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  the  net  proceeds  thereof,  after  deduction  of  the  cost  of  management 
and  sale,  such  «!Ost  not  to  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the  gross  proceeds.

28,  That  tlie  Comiiany  sliall.  from  time  to  time,  cause  the  names  ol'  the  several 
parties  interested  in  the  stock  of  the  Company,  and  the  amount  of  interest  therein  of 
such  parties  respectively,  to  be  entered  in  a  book  to  be  called  '  The  Stock  licgister, " 
and  may  in  like  manner  cause  the  names  and  interest  of  the  bondholders  to  be  recorded 
from  time  to  time  in  a  book  to  be  called  ''The  Bond  Register";  and  duplicates  of  all 
registers  of  stock  and  bonds  of  the  Company,  and  of  the  holders  thereof,  kept  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  Company  in  Canada  may  be  transmitted  to  and  kept  by  the  agent 
for  the  time  being  of  the  Company  in  London.

case  shall  it  be  necissary  to  have  the  seal  of  tbc  Company  alTixed  to  any  promissory 
note,  bill  of  exchauf^e,  or  scri]. :  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall 
be  construed  to  authorize  the  Company  to  issue  any  notes  or  liilis  of  exchanj;e  payable 
to  bearer,  or  intended  to  be  circulated  as  money,  or  as  the  iu)tcs  or  bills  of  a  bank. 

.'51.  That  the  ('nnii)any  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Government,  enter  into  and 
conclude  any  arninf;emcnts  with  any  other  incorporated  railway  company  in  Canada  or 
the  United  States,  tor  the  purpose  of  making  any  branch  or  branclu's  to  facilitate  a 
coimectioii  between  the  railways  of  the  Company  and  of  such  other  incorporated  com- 
l)any,  and  they  may.  with  like  approval,  enter  into  arrangements  for  the  mutual  intor- 
cha  i.;e  of  traffic  witii  all  railway  companies  completing  their  lines  to  the  lines  of  the 
Company  ;  and  the,  may,  with  like  approval,  lease  or  acquire  such  last-mentioned 
railway  or  railways,  or  make  running  arrangements  therewith,  and  generally  may,  with 
like  apjiroval,  enter  into  such  arrangements  as  will  secure  uniform  and  complete  railway 
connection  with  the  system  of  railways  now  or  hereafter  existing  in  Canada  or  the 
United  States. 

.12.  That  the  Company,  after  the  ojjening  of  the  railway,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  tlie 
public,  shall  annually  submit  to  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  within  thirty  days  after  the 
opening  of  each  session  thereof,  a  detailed  and  particular  account  attested  by  the  Pre- 
sident and  Secretary  of  the  Company,  of  all  moneys  by  them  earned  on  the  part  so 
opened,  together  with  tlie  running  »'xpcnses  thereof,  with  a  classified  statement  of  the 
tonnage  of  freight,  and  the  number  of  passengers  conveyed  over  the  said  road  ;  and 
shall  comply  with  any  further  provisions  which  Parliament  may  hereafter  make  with 
regard  to  the  form  or  details  of  such  account  or  the  mode  of  attesting  or  rendering  the 
same. 

.'?.'5.  That  the  Company  may,  until  such  right  is  determined  by  Parliament,  undertake 
the  transmission  of  messages  for  the  publi'-  by  any  line  of  telegraph  they  may 
construct  on  the  line  of  their  railway,  and  collect  tolls  for  so  doing ;  or  may,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Government,  lease  such  line  of  telegrai)h,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
subject  to  any  provisions  herein  contained ;  and,  if  they  think  proper  to  undertake  such 
transactions,  they  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  fourteenth  and  following 
clauses  of  chapter  sixty-seven  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  Canada. 
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DTRKCTORf!    AND    THEIR   POWKRS. 

.'54  That  the  said  Sir  Hugh  Allan,  Adams  George  Archibald,  Joseph  Octave  Beaubien, 
Jean  Haptiste  Beaudry,  Egerton  Ryerson  Burpee,  Frederic  William  Cumberland, 
Sand^ird  Fleming,  Kobert  Newton  Hall,  John  Sebastian  Helmcken,  Andrew  McDermot, 
Donn'fl  Mclnnes,  Walter  Shanly,  and  John  Walker  (a  majority  of  whom  chall 
cun:>.  ie  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business),  shall  be  Provisional  Directors 
of  the  Comi)any,  and  shal'  have  power  and  authority  to  elect  a  President  and  Vice-Pre- 
sident from  among  their  number,  to  appoint  a  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  other  olRcers, 
to  call  a  general  meeting  of  Shareholders  for  the  election  of  Directors,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  generally  to  do  such  other  acts  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  conduct  and 
management  of  the  said  undertaking,  and  for  finally  procuring  the  election  of  a  Board 
of  Directors  by  the  shareholders. 

3.').  That  the  Provisional  Directors  shall  hold  office  until  the  election  of  their 
successors  ;  and  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  shareholders,  to  be  held  on  such  day,  as 
hereinbei'ore  jirovided  for,  and  at  such  place  in  the  city  of  Ottawa  as  they  shall 
decide,  giving  due  notice  thereof  to  each  shareholder;  at  which  general  meeting  the 
shareholders  present,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  shall  elect  thirteen  Directors, 
who  shall  constitute  the  Board,  and  shall  hold  office  until  others  are  elected  in 
their  stead ;  and  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  by  the  death,  resignation,  mental 
incapacity,  insolvency,  or  disqualification  from  want  of  stock  of  any  Director,  the 
\'acancy  shall  be  filled  for  the  residue  of  the  current  year  of  office  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

:!().  That  the  Directors  be  thirteen  in  number,  of  whom  seven  shall  be  a  quorum,  and 
jjrovided  such  quorum  be  present,  any  absent  Director  may  be  represented  and  vote 
by  another  Director  as  his  proxy ;  but  no  Director  shall  hold  more  than  one  proxy. 
And  the  Directors  shall  retire  ill  the   following  order,  that  is  to  say:  four  at  the  end 
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of  the  first  and  second  years  .tectively,  aiul  five  at  the  end  of  the  third  vcar.  and  w» 
on  in  similar  proiwrtions,  dufM.:;  sua-eeding  yt'nrs.  The  Direitor,  so  to  ri-lir."  at  'he 
end  of  the  first  year  shall  be  selected  by  IwUot  of  the  IV.ard.  Tlit.se  t<.  retire  at  the 
end  of  the  second  year  shall  Ih!  selected  by  iwllot  anioni,'  the  nine  Dir.Htors  remaining 
of  the  original  Ifeard.  And  at  the  third  and  succeeding  elections  thev  shall  retire 
by  seniority,  but  the  retiring  Directors  shall  be  eligible  for  re-i'hrtion,  aixi  aii\  Dir.vtor 
appointed  by  the  Hoard  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall  also  retire  at  tin;  end  ol  t'lic  <  urreiit 
year  of  office,  and  a  Director  shall  then  be  elected  by  the  shareholders  in  his  stead— 
which  Director  shall  occupy  the  same  i)osition  with  reganl  to  retirement  and  seniority 
as  the  Director  who  first  vacated  the  st\»t.  And  on  the  first  >V»<dnebday  in  l\bruar\.  in 
each  year  therealter,  or  on  such  other  day  as  may  b»-  apiwinted  by  a  by-law  of  the 
Company,  there  shall  l»e  held  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Con»i>any,  a  general  meeting 
of  the  shareholders,  at  which  meeting  they  shall  elect  such  a  uuu'iber  of  Directors  for 
the  ensuing  year  as  shall  be  rctjuired  to  sui)ply  the  i)laces  <d'  the  Dirtvtors  so  retiring ; 
and  public  notice  of  such  annual  meeting  shall  Iv  given  at  least  one  month  U'lore 
the  day  of  election.  Kacli  Director  shall  be  a  subject  of  Iler  Majesty,  and  a  holder  of 
at  least  two  hundred  and  fifty  shares  of  the  said  slock.  The  election  of  Directors  shall 
be  by  ballot,  and  the  President  of  the  Company,  and  a  majority  of  the  Directors  shall 
reside  in  Canada. 

37.  That  the  chief  place  of  business  of  the  Company  shall  be  at  the  city  of  Ottawa, 
but  other  places  at  which  the  Dirretors  or  committees  of  the  Directors  may  meet  and 
transact  business  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Company. 

38.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  exi)edient  by  the  Board  of  Directors  that  u 
special  general  meeting  of  the  shareholders  shall  be  convened  for  any  ])urpose,  the 
Directors  shall  convene  such  meeting  at  the  city  of  Ottawa,  by  advertisement,  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  mentioned,  in  which  advertisement  the  business  to  l)e  transacted  at 
such  meeting  shall  be  expressly  mentioned. 

89.  That  ony  deed  required  and  authorized  to  be  executed  on  Ixihalf  of  the  Company, 
shall  be  held  to  be  valid  and  binding  on  the  Company,  if  it  be  signed  by  the  President 
or  Vice-President  and  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  seal  of  the  Company  be  affixed 
thereto :  and  no  sjjecial  authority  shall  be  required  for  affixing  the  seal  to  any  such 
deed. 

40.  That  the  Directors  of  the  Company  shall  have  power  to  administer,  conduct  and 
manage  the  affairs  and  business  of  the  Company  :  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  requisite  to  enable  them  to  do  and  perlorm,  make  and  execute,  all  such  acts, 
matters  and  things,  deeds  and  instruments  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  lut  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Charter,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof,  including  the 
poAver  of  selling,  leasing,  or  otherwise  disposing  of  the  lands  granted  or  to  Iw  granted  in 
aid  of  the  railway,  and  of  any  other  lands  of  the  Company  not  required  for  the  purjwses 
of  the  railway ;  except  in  so"  far  as  their  iK)wers  are  expres.dy  limited  by  the  provisions 
hereof,  And'they  shall  also  have  jwwer,  from  time  to  time,  to  maAe  by-laws  for  tlie 
conduct,  management  and  administration  of  the  ailairs  of  the  Comimny  generally ;  and 
for  the  remuneration  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Company,  if  such  remun*'- 
ration  be  deemed  advisable ;  and  also  such  by-laws  as  an*  contemplated  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Charter  for  the  regulation  of  divers  naatters  herein  required  or  authorized 
to  be  80  regulated ;  and  the  same  to  amend  or  repeal :  Provided  always,  however,  that 
such  by-laws  shall  have  no  Ibrce  or  effect  in  any  respect  in  which  they,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  be  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  this  Charter,  nor  in  any  respect  in  which  they 
shall  require  the  ai)proval  of  the  Government,  until  they  have  receival  such  approval. 
And  such  bv-laws  shall  in  no  case  have  any  force  or  effect  after  the  next  general 
meeting  of  shareholders  which  shall  !«  held  after  the  passage  of  such  by-laws  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  unless  they  are  approved  by  such  meeting;  and  any  copy  ol  the 
by-laws  of  the  Compauv,  or  any  of  tnen.,  puii^rting  to  be  under  the  hand  of  the  clerk, 
Secretary,  or  other  officer  of  the  said  Company,  and  having  the  seal  ol  the  said  corpo- 
ration affixed  to  it,  shall  be  received  a^  p-m<X  facie  evidence  ol'  such  by-law  in  all  courts 

of  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  ,     •     ,       ■  i  , 

41.  That  the  Directors  of  the  Company  are  hereby  authori/ed  and  empowereU  to 
issue  bonds,  which  shall  be  a  first  charge  o.i  the  railway  and  its  appurtenances,  and  ou 
the  tolls  and  revenues  thereof,  and  on  all  lands,  whether  the  property  ol  the  Commny 
at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  such  bonds,  or  therealter  acquired.  And  such  bonds  shal 
be  in  such  form,  and  for  such  amount,  and  with  such  coupons  attached,  and  they,  and 
the  coupons  att^hed  thereto  shall  be  payable,  at  such  tiines  and  places  as  the  Directors 
from  time  to  time  shall  provide.    And  the  payment  to  the  Ireasurer  of  the  Companj, 
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or  to  nny  "thcr  ihtsuh  njiiwintod  by  by-law  for  tho  pur]H)gr,  by  niiy  Ix/iul  fide  purchnsor 
of  any  iniiilM  of  th*'  C'omimDy,  of  t lie  purchase  money  ihiTcof,  ami  the  aniiiittaiicu  iiy 
9Ufh  TrivjsiinT  or  ofluT  jHTson  so  apiwinted,  of  such  purchase  moiu^y  ;  shall  operate  .is 
a  ri'lt'Bse  of  the  laiuls  so  paid  for  Irotn  the  efl'»-ctof  hucIi  charjje  ;  and  the  C'onijmny  shall 
keep  ail  moneys  so  received  separate  nii<t  apart  from  its  ordinary  funds,  and  shall  |);iy 
over  the  nelt  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Uoanl  of  Trustees  as  hereinbtifore  provided.  Tlu' 
bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice-1'resident  ami  the  Secretary,  but  the 
si^nnfuie  of  the  President  or  Vice-President  to  the  bonds,  and  the  sif^nature  of  the 
Secretary  to  the  coupons,  may  bo  lithographed  or  en^^raved  thereon;  and  such  bonds 
shall  be  valid  without  hnvinp;  the  seal  of  tlie  Company  affixed  thereto. 

Provided  that  the  amount  of  such  bonds  shall  not  exceed  forty  thousand  dollars  ))er 
mile,  to  be  Issued  in  proi)ortion  to  tho  length  of  railway  to  be  constructed  under  and 
by  virtue  of  this  charter,  unless  the  issue  of  bonds  to  a  larger  amount  be  authorized 
by  the  (Jovernnient.  And  all  bonds  issued  under  this  charter  shall  have  the  same  and 
ecpial  rank  and  priority,  as  a  first  charge  on  tho  assets  of  the  Company  hereinljcfore 
described. 

12.  That  if,  at  any  time,  any  agreement  be  made  by  the  Company  with  any  persons 
intending  to  become  bondholders  of  the  Cbmpany,  restricting  the  issue  of  bonds  by  the 
Company,  under  the  powers  conferred  by  the  preceding  section,  or  defining  or  limiting 
the  mode  ol'  exercising  such  powers ;  the  Company  thereafter  shall  not  act  upon  sudi 
powers  otherwise  than  as  defined,  restricted  and  limited  by  such  agreement.  And  no 
bond  thereafter  issued  by  the  Company,  and  no  order,  resolution,  or  proceeding  thereafter 
made,  passed  or  had  by  the  Company,  op  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  contrary  to  the 
terms  of  such  agreement,  shall  be  valid  or  effectual. 

43.  That  the  Directors  of  the  Company  may,  by  by-law,  appoint  an  agent  or  agents 
in  the  city  of  London,  England,  and  may  by  such  by-law  make  provision  for  the  pay- 
ment of  dividends,  and  for  the  transfer  of  the  stoc'  and  bonds  of  the  Company  at  the 
sojd  city  of  London,  in  such  manner,  and  uiwn  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be 
provided  by  such  by-law.  Provided  that  all  such  by-laws  for  the  transfer  of  stock  passed 
within  si.x  years  alter  the  date  of  this  Charter,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  tlu; 
Government. 

UISCKLI.ANKOUS   PROVISIONS. 

44.  That  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  allotment  of  the  land  and  money  subsidies,  the 
railway  shall  be  dividal  into  convenient  sections ;  and  so  soon  as  sufficient  information 
has  been  obtained  respecting  the  difficulty  and  cost  of  construction  of  such  sections,  the 
projwrtion  of  land  and  money  subsidies  applicable  to  each  of  them  shall  be  determined 
by  agreement  between  the  Government  and  the  Company ;  and  if  the  Government  and 
the  Conii)any  are  unable  to  agree  upon  such  proportion,  the  same  shall  be  decided  upon 
by  three  Engiroers  selected  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

45.  That  "The  Railway  Act  of  1868,"  as  modified  by  any  Act  of  the  Parliament  of 
Canada,  of  the  Session  held  in  the  year  1872,  with  reference  to  any  railway  to  be  con- 
structed under  any  such  Act  on  any  of  tho  lines,  or  between  any  of  the  points  mentioned 
in  the  Act  in  this  charter  first  recited,  in  so  far  as  the  provisions  of  the  same  are 
applicable  to  the  undertaking  authorizeil  by  this  charter,  and  in  so  far  as  they  are 
not  inconsistent  with  or  contrary  to  the  provisions  thereof,  are  hereby  incorporated 
therewith, 

40.  And  as  respects  the  said  railway,  that  the  eighth  section  of  "  The  Railway  Act, 
18(58,"  relating  to  Planx  and  Surveys,  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  provisions: — 

It  shall  be  sufficient  that  the  map  or  plan  and  book  of  reference  Jbr  r.riy  portion  of 
the  line  of  the  railway,  not  being  within  any  district  or  county  for  which  there  is  a 
Clerk  of  the  Peace,  be  deposited'  in  the  office  of  the  Minister  of  Public  Works  of 
Canada,  and  any  omission,  mis-statement,  or  erroneous  description  of  any  lands  therein 
may  be  corrected  by  the  Company,  with  the  consent  of  the  Minister,  and  certified  by 
him ;  and  the  Company  may  then  make  the  railway  in  accordance  with  such  certified 
correction. 

The  eleventh  sub-section  of  the  said  eighth  section  of  the  Railway  Act  shall  not 
apply  to  any  portion  of  the  railway  passing  over  ungranted  lands  of  the  Crown,  or 
lands  not  within  any  surveyed  township  in  any  Province ;  and  in  such  places,  deviations 
not  exceeding  five  miles  from  the  line  shown  on  the  map  or  plan,  approved  by  tho 
Government  and  deposited  by  the  Company,  shall  be  allowed,  on  the  approval  of  the 
Government  Inspector,  without  any  formal  correction  or  certificate ;  and  any  further 
deviation  that  may  be  Ibund  exj)edient  may  be  authorized  by  order  of  the  Government, 
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and  the  Company  may  then  make  their  railway  in  accorvianc«  with  such  aulhorixed 

deviation,  ^^ 

The  map  or  plan  an.l  lM,„k  ol'  reference  made  au.l  deposited  in  accordance  with  this 
section,  alter  approval  l,v  the  (Jovernment.  shall  avail  a.  if  mu.ie  and  deposited  as 
required  by  tl...  s.id  ••  Kaihvay  Act,  lMi>.'  i;,r  all  the  purposes  of  fh<'  said  .\et.  and  of 
this  charter :  an.l  any  copy  ot.  (,r  extraet  tlicrefn.iii,  certified  l.v  the  said  Miiii-^ter  or  his 
deinity  sliall  I.e  received  as  evidemr  in  aiiv  court  of  law  in  Caiiada. 

It  shall  be  sufneuMif  that  a  map  or  profile  (.f  any  part  of  the  completed  raihvav.  which 
sba  1  not  lie  w.thm  any  county  or  district  having  a  registry  office,  be  filed  in  the  office 
ol  the  Minister  ol  Public  Works, 

The  Company  shall  not  commence  tlie  construction  of  any  bridge  over  any 
navigable  water  nut.  they  shall  have  submitted  to  the  (Government  plans  oi  suclibridge, 
and  o  all  the  intended  works  thereto  api.ertaining.  nor  until  such  plans  and  fb"  siU"  of 
such  bridge  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  (iovcrnment:  and  such  conditions  as  it 
shall  think  lit  to  impose  touching  such  brid^'e  shall  be  complied  with;  nor  shall  any 
plan  ol  any  such  bridge  be  altered,  or  deviation  tberelrom  allowed,  excei.t  bv  iiermiHsion 
of  the  (lovcrninent. 

47.  That  the  provision  made  in  siil)-sectit)iis  thirty,  tliirtv-one  ami  thirty-two,  of 
swtion  nine  of ''The  Kaihvay  Act,  I8(j8,"  as  to  incumbrances  on  lands  a(»|uir«'<l  by  the 
Company,  shall  a[)i)ly  to  lands  acquired  by  the  Compaiiv  in  the  Proviiucs  «)f  Maiiifol)a 
and  British  Columbia,  and  in  the  North-VVcst  Territories ;  and  as  respects  lands  in  the 
North-West  Territories,  the  Court  of  yueen's  Iknch  for  the  Province  of  Manitoba  sliall 
be  held  to  be  the  Court  intended  by  the  said  sub-sections. 

48.  That  in  tlie  Provinces  of  British  Columbia  and  Manitoba,  any  Judge  of  a  SuiK-rior 
or  County  Court  shall  have  all  the  powers  given  by  tlu  said  Act  to  a  tkiunty  Judgi',  and 
in  the  North-West  Territories  such  powers  sliall  be  exerciseil  by  a  .ludge  of  the  Quren's 
Bench  of  the  Province  of  Manitoba. 

40.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Company  to  take  from  any  \mh\\c  lands  adjacent 
to  or  near  the  line  of  the  said  railway,  all  stone,  timljcr,  gravel,  and  other  materials 
which  may  bt'  necessary  or  useful  for  the  construction  of  the  railway ;  and  also  to  lay 
out,  and  appropriate  to  the  use  of  tho  Company,  a  greater  extent  of  lands,  whether 

Jmblic  or  private,  for  stations,  depots,  workshops,  buildings,  side-tracks,  wharv««, 
larbours  and  roadway,  and  for  establishing  screens  against  r,now,  than  the  breadth  and 
quantity  mentioned  in  "  The  Railway  Act,  i8()8,"  such  greater  extent  taken,  in  any  case, 
being  allowed  by  the  Government,  and  shown  on  the  maps  or  plans  deposited  with  the 
Minister  of  Public  Works. 

50.  And  whereas,  it  may  be  necessary  lor  the  Company  to  iiosscss  gravel  pits  and 
quarries,  and  lands  containing  deposits  of  gravel,  stone,  brick  clay,  iron  or  foal,  as  well 
as  lands  lor  stations  and  other  purposes,  at  convenient  places  along  the  line  of  railway, 
for  constructing  and  keeping  in  repair,  and  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  railway ; 
and  as  such  gravel  pits,  quarries  or  deposits  cannot  at  all  times  be  procured  without 
buying  the  whole  lot  of  land  whereon  such  deposits  may  be  found ;  therelbre,  that  the 
said  Company  may  purchase,  have,  hold,  take,  receive,  use  and  enjoy,  along  the  line  of 
the  said  railway,  or  sejiarated  therefrom,  and  if  separated  therefrom,  then,  with  the 
necessary  right  of  way  tliereto,  any  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  which  it  shall 
please  tier  Majesty,  or  any  person  or  persons,  or  bodies  politic,  to  give,  grant,  sell  or 
convey  unto  and  to  the  use  of,  or  in  trust  for  the  said  Company,  their  successors  and 
assigns,  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Company  to  establish  stations  or 
workshops  on  any  of  such  lots  or  blocks  of  land,  and  from  time  to  time,  by  deed  of 
bargain  and  sale  or  otherwise,  to  grant,  bargain,  sell  or  convey  any  portions  of  such 
lands,  not  necessary  to  be  retained  for  gravel  pits,  quarries,  sidings,  branches,  fuel-yards, 
station  grounds  or  workshops,  or  for  efl'ectually  repairing,  maintaining  and  using,  to  the 
greatest  advantage,  the  said  railway  and  other  works  connected  therewith. 

.51.  That  as  respects  places  not  within  any  Province,  any  notice  required  Ijy  the 
"Railway  Act,  1868,"  to  Ijc  given  in  the  "Official  Gazette  "  of  a  Province,  may  be  given 
in  the  Canada  Gacctte. 

52.  That  deeds  and  conveyances  of  lands  to  the  Comjiany  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Charter  (not  being  Letters  Patent  from  the  Crown)  may,  in  so  far  as  circumstances  will 
admit,  be  in  the  form  following,  that  is  to  say  :— 

"  Know  all  men  bv  these  presents,  that  I,  A.B.,  in  consideration  of  paid  to  me 

by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  the  receipt  whereof  is  hereby  acknowledged, 
grant,  bargain,  sell  and  convey  unto  the  said  The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  their 
successors  and  assigns,  all  that  tract  or  parcel  of  land  {desciibe  the  land),  to  have  and  to

Oil.  That  Her  Majesty's  naval  and  military  forces,  whether  Imperial  or  Canadian, 
Regular  or  Militia,  and  all  artillery,  amnumition  baggage,  provisions,  or  other  stores  for 
their  use,  and  all  officers  and  others  travelling  on  Her  Mt^jtisty's  naval  or  military  or  other 
service,  and  their  baggage  and  stores,  shall  at  all  times,  when  the  Company  shall  be 
thereunto  required  by  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  or  by  the 
Commander  of  Her  Majesty's  Forces  in  Canada,  or  by  the  Minister  of  Militia  and 
Defence  of  Canada,  or  by  the  Chief  Naval  Officer  on  the  North  American  Station  on  the 
Atlantic,  or  on  the  Pacific  Ocean,  be  carried  on  the  said  railway  on  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions, and  under  such  regulations  as  the  (rovernment  shall  from  time  to  time  make. 

'A.  That  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  any  county  or  district  in  British  Columbia  and 
Manitoba,  assembled  in  general  or  quarter  sessions,  shall  have  the  power  vested  by 
section  forty-nine  of  "  The  liailway  Act,  IHfiS,"  in  the  Justices  so  assembled  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Ontario  as  to  the  appointment  of  Railway  Constables,  and  in  places  where  there

I  am  directed  h\  the  Kurl  of  Kimlierley  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  the  10th  instan*' enquiring  whether  any  change  is  ronteniplated,  in  conse(|ueiice 
of  the  action  of  the  American  Congress,  in  the  instru.tioiis  to  the  captains  and  com- 
manding officers  of  Her  Majest\'s  ships  to  lie  employed  in  the  protection  of  the  Nortli 
American  fisheries. 

Lord  Kimberlcy  desires  me  to  inform  you,  that  on  the  receipt  of  your  letter  an 
enquiry  was  addressed  to  the  l.iiuleii  iiit-tioveriior  of  Trincc  Ivlward  Island,  and  to 
the  Governor  of  N'l  vC.MnnUand,  as  to  whether  the  fisheries  ef  those  islands  would  Ix- 
opened  to  Americans  .turwig  the  coming  season. 

The  Lieutenant-(.'  v.nior  of  Prince  Kdwaid  Island  has  replied  to  the  cfTccf  that 
his  Government  an  ivi-  parwl  to  act  in  accord  with  Canada  in  this  matter,  and  th.- 
Governor  of  Ne  vlnx,i,,ii.iiid  has  informed  liis  Lordship  that  the  fisheries  of  Newfoundland 
are  now  open  pn  ,5ional!y  to  Air'»-"i'rtiis.  ami  that  it  is  probable  that  the  Legislature 
of  that  island  will  soon  pass  tlu  \.  t  .ieocs!*ttr>  to  give  clfect  to  the  Washington  Treaty. 
Their  Lordships  arc  aware  that  the  L'anadiiui  (iovernmeiit,  in  antiiipatioii  of  the 
Fishery  Clauses  of  the  Treaty  comiiiij  Into  eftirt  from  the  1st, July  next,  have  determined 
not  to  exclude  Americans  from  the  lishcrics  of  Canada  in  tlie  interval,  and  in  these 
circumstances  Lord  Kimberley  is  of  opinion  that  the  formal  instructions  to  llcr  Majesty's 
naval  officers  on  the  North  American  station  as  regards  the  fisheries  should  be  susinnded. 
It  will  be  necessary,  however,  that  Her  Majesty's  naval  officers  should  be  directed  to 
give  such  protection  as  may  be  required  to  the  Canadian  revenue  vessels  in  jr^-serving 
order  amongst  the  fishermen  who  may  resort  to  the  colonial  fisheries.

President  of  tlie  U'nited  States,  and  destined  for  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Possessions  in 
North  America,  may  be  entered  at  the  proper  custom-hou^e  and  conveyed  in  transit, 
without  the  payment  of  duties,  through  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  under  such 
rules,  regulations,  and  conditions  for  the  jirotcction  of  tlie  revenue  as  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  may,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe  ;  and,  under  like  rules,  regulations,  and 
conditions,  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  may  be  conveyed  in  transit,  without  the 
imyment  of  duties,  from  such  Possessions,  through  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  Jbr 
export  I'rom  the  said  ports  of  the  U'nited  States. 

Sec.  4.  That  from  the  date  of  the  President's  jiroclamation,  authorised  by  the  first 
section  of  this  Act,  and  so  long  as  Articles  eighlecntli  to  twenty-fifth,  inclusive,  and 
Article  thirtieth  of  said  Treaty,  shall  remain  in  force,  according  lo  the  terms  and

'I'hat  the  President  of  the  United  States  may,  by  proclamation,  suspend  the  right  of 
carrying  provided  for  by  this  section,  in  case  the  Dominion  of  Canada  should  at  any 
time  deprive  the  citizens  of  the  Uiiitc>d  States  of  the  use  of  the  canals  in  the  said 
Dominion,  on  terms  of  equality  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  Dominion,  as  pro- 
vided in  Artich'  twenty-seventh  of  said  Treaty  :  And  provided  further.  That  in  case  any 
exijort  or  other  duty  continues  to  be  levied  alter  the  Kith  day  of  June,  1872,  on  lumber 
or  timber  of  any  kind  cut  on  that  portion  of  the  Atr.erican  territory,  in  the  State  of 
Maine,  watered  by  the  river  Saint  Juhn  and  its  tributaries,  and  floated  down  that  river 
to  the  sea,  when  the  same  is  shijjpe.l  to  the  United  States  from  the  Province  of  New 
Brunswick,  that  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  President  of  the  United  St'ites  may,  by  pro- 
clamation, suajjend  all  rights  of  carrying  provided  for  by  this  section,  for  such  i)eriod  as 
such  export  or  other  duty  may  be  levied. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  Act  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  1st  day  of  July,  1873,  and  shall 
not  apply  to  any  article  of  merchandise  therein  mentioned  which  shall  be  hell  in  bond 
on  that  day  by  the  customMjfflcers  of  the  United  States.
